The placement division of the United 
States department of labor recently 
announced that if had no difficulty 
whatsoever in finding places for all 
men who had skilled trades, but that 
the majority of applicants for place­ 
ment were y oung men 
who desired 
clerical and semi-clerical positions, 
which are the least paid of all 
the 
occupations listed. 
A number of newspapers commen­ 
ted upon the fact that y oung men 
discharged from the army and es­ 
pecially country boy s, do not want 
to go back to the unskilled 
labor 
and subseq uent small compensation 
on the farms, and they in great num­ 
bers are joining the ranks of thous­ 
ands who desire to 
become 
office 
men, work behind counters and the 
like. 
Realizing this surplus, the feder­ 
al board for vocational education in 
retaining disabled men endeavors in 
every instance where possible, to in­ 
duce the men to take up one of the 
skilled trades for which he may be 
fitted, even though he has 
suffered 
impairments. 
By giving him a sjie- 
cialized education and training often 
in shops, works or factories, and su­ 
pporting him with an

At the outbreak of war 
these regiments were stationed along 
the Mexican border. 
Under the re­ 
organization plans the original out­ 
fits were split up and the skeleton 
organizations filled up 
with 
new 
men from every part of the 
United 
State*-. 
After a 2,000-mile journey half 
wav across the continent, the First 
embarked for “a French port" at 2 
a. m., June 16, 1917. 
The gruelling 
training was 
continued 
even 
on 
board ship. Upon landing at St. Xa- 
zaire—the first division to set foot 
upon French soil— the troops were 
hurried across 
France to 
training 
areas. 
Four companies oi the Six­ 
teenth were 
diverted 
and marched 
through Paris on »July 4. Then fol- 
lowed weeks of stiff training in the 
Oondrecourt area under the tutelage 
of the 47th French hausseurs. Then 
the unforgettable 
entry 
into 
the 
trenches in the Sommerville sector. 
'or 10 days the 1st changed places 
by battalions with 
French 
troop* 
and got its first close-up glimpse of 
the Hun. 
It was a battery 
of the 
that fired

On Jan. 13 the 
division was considered to have gra­ 
duated, and was entrusted with the 
Toul Sector, which the

10 milt* within five days against al­ 
most 
superhuman 
resistance, 
and 
captured the heights southwest of 


Soissons. 
In the five day.« there was not a 
.single nunûte of pause in the tern 
ble fighting. Five separate attack« 
were made and a dozen counter«t 
tacks repulsed. 
So heavy wa» 
the 
fighting that at times battalions were 
commanded by lieutenants and ser­ 
geants— ail other officers were cas 
u al ties. 
The number of prisoners and guns 
captured in the face of such resis­ 
tances showed the character of 
the 
fighting— 3375 men and 123 officers 
were sent through the cage«, and the 
material captured included 150 field 
guns 300 
machineguns 
and 
great 
quantities of other material. 


Then followed several 
weeks 
of 
rest and training 
of 
replacements 
while the 
wounds of 
the 
division 
were bound up.

Bedim. But owing to several French 
and American units converging upon 
the 
same 
objective— Sedan—the 
'irst was ordered 
back at 2 p. m. 
Nov. 7. 
'In a few days the division was on 
the march again—on the ‘big hike” 
to the Xo-Man’s-'Land near. Abau- 
eourt and advanced toward German 
soil, marching steadily through Lor­ 
raine and Luxemburg, and reaching 
the Gorman frontier on the Moselle 
in nine days of hard marching.

Suitable work was found just in time 
not long ago to keep the wife of one of 
Russia's greatest generals from going 
nut as a charwoman to earn bread for 
her husband, who was ill.

There 
seemed to be nothing to do but re- 
move the upper -binge, dig out the 
soft wond and insert in its place a 
piece of new wood, which held the 
binge screws firmly and 
prevented 


the door from sagging.

the center or in the lowest position.

Rconstmction Legislation 


HH No. 306 introduced 
in the 


senate 'by Senators Strode and Van 
Aucten proposes to establish on a 
permanent basis the free employ- 
ment service which has "been main- 
tained entirely at the expense of the 
federal government during the per- 
iod of the war. This bill is one of 
the most interesting attempts 
for 


reconstruction 
legislation 
in 
the 


present General Assembly. 


The 'bill provides for an employ- 


ment commission of seven members, 
two representing employees, two re- 
presenting employers, two members, 
one of whom shall be a woman, re- 
presenting the disinterested 
public, 


and a seventh member Vho shall act 
as chairman and state director of 
the employment service. The chair- 


man, 
who shall be chosen because 


of his peculiar fitness, training and 
experience, will be the only salaried 
member of the commission; the oth- 
er members receiving traveling ex- 
penses only. 


The bill authorizes 'the commis- 


sion to 
enter 
into 
co-operative 


agreements with municipalities for 
the establishment 
of free employ- 


ment offices in such cities in the 
state where in ils opinion the inain-
